o'clock Tuesday night, Alderman Oaynor, of 
tho XiutL ward, walked out oC tho saloon 
kept by Frank Mclnty'ro, at S7 South Hal- 
6t»d streot, und in company with Molutyri), 
turned his stops south until they reached tho 
saloon formerly owned by John Foloy, tho 
deceased alderman, whoso, successor was 
elected Tuosday. In frout of tbo second sa- 
loon. 
Gayuor 
turned 
to 
his 
£rioml 


and said: "Lots go in horo and got a 
drink." As they passed by tho screeu they met 
James Daoey, an old supporter of. Alderman 
Gayuor, but there had lieon trouble between 
them for a few days. Somo words passed be- 
tween them, aud then the (vldorraan Invited 
Dacey and the two other men outside of the 
bar to tako a drink with him. As he ex- 
tended the invitation Ducoy, a Mr. J. G. 
Bellow, and tho third stranger slopped up to 
the bar. Tho aldonnan throw bis loft arm 
over tho bar, and as ho fucieil tuwnrd tho 
west, 
Dacey 
stopped 
up 
bo^ido 
him 


nnd 
fired 
ft 
revolver. 
The 
nklermim 


dropped 
to 
tho 
Oooi', 
anil 
then 


there was the. wildcat 
excitement 
on 


all sides. Tom Higeins, who was in chargo 
of the saloon, dispatched u messenger Cor the 
police, closed the front door against the 
crowd, and aided by Mclntyro uud ixsoplo 
insido carried tho wounded nldermau into 
the back room of the saloon. Soon tlio streot 
in front of tho.plaqo wus filled with excited 
people, and it was with difficulty that tho 
police could forca their way to tho door of 
tho place, ilclntyro and the others had 
tukou tho pistol away from Dacoy and ho 
was held In custody until tho police arrived. 
He was then placed in tho patrol wagon and 
takon to tho Desplainas street station. 


By this tlroo tuo physicians had arrived at 


tho saloon .and hail noado a hurried examina- 
tion ot the wounded mail. Thoy found a 
large bullot wound just on aline with tho top 
of tho right oar and straight to tho right of 
.tho center of the Uick of tho beau. It was 
evident that the bullet had penetrated tho 
skull, and the doctors at onco advised that the 
wounded man lw removed to his home. 
Acain tho police patrol wagon was summoned, 
aud tho wouudod politician, carefully wrap- 
ped in blankets and with his hoad bandaged, 


•as placed upon a stretcher and carried out 


of tho saloon through a hushed crowd 
o£ his constituents and 
placed in 
the 


wagon. Thence ho was carefully trans- 
ported 
to 
his homo over 
his saloon 


at tho corner of Adams Slid Canal streets. 
Additional medical aid *vas summoned to 
his side, and tho terrible task o£ searching 
for tbo bullet began. 


At first all efforts to learn the facts in re- 


gard to tho shooting were fruitless, owing to 
tho intense excitomont. At length Mr. J. G-. 
Bollou was found, and was ablo to givo some 
definite statements. 
His review of the case, 


as recited to a reporter, is substantially as 
follows: "I was just Inside tho saloon . as 
jfilce"—moaning Mr, Gaynor—"and Mcln- 
tyro entered. 
Dacoy was also present, nnd 


as the other two men entered tho place, he 
walked up to them. 
Tho 
alderman 


asked him up to tako a drink and made the 
invitation general. 
After the invitation ho 


TUBKED TO BACKV 


and said: 'Come and have a drink, Jim; the 
election in over, and it's only a political row 
anyway.' Dacey walked up nnd wanted 
Gaynor to shako hands with him. Tho alder- 
man did not do this for some reason of his 
own, and Mclntyro mado soino remark, in 
substance that Alderman Gaynor would not 
shake hands wltli such as Dacoy. 
Gaynor 


paid no further attention to eithor of tho 
men, but turned to tho bar and throwing his 
hand across if, quietly ordered tho drinks for 
all hands. Thon Dacey stepped behind him, 
as if to faco tho bar, and tho shot followed 
in ail instant. After that you know as 
much about the matter as 1 do, for every- 
thing was lost in tho hurry and excitement." 


Jlr. Mclntyro was likewise seen, but ho is 


on the most intimate terms with Mr. Gay- 
nor, nnd was not able to say anything more 
than that the shooting was almost wholly 
unprovoked, and that Dacoy's drunken con- 
dition and his spite ngtiinst tho alderman 
wera tho real causes of tho trouble. 


Tho shooting was the result of bad blood 


between tho men, which arose from tho fact 
that tbut they supported dill'oront candidiHos 
in the election. Gaynor's man wus SUCCL'SS- 
ful, and 
Ducey was 1'uard to 
Ehrenum 


both Bowk'r and Guvnor at dill'oivut times, 
taying that ho was against both of thorn, und 
would havo the blocil of one or thu other. 
Several people had warned the policemen, 
und it appeare that Mr. Oaynor had likewise 
received somo intimation of Dacoy's spite. 
Ho met tbo mao in front of Mclntyro's saloon 
Sui:daj- or Monday, and went into thy place 
and back ot the end of tho bar, in ordor, ns 
ho himself said, to avoid having any quarrel 
with him. 


It was 12:30 o'clock when tho physicians 


finally loft tho bodsido of tho wounded man. 
They had been looking Cor tho ball for over 
an hour and had failed to find it. They wore 
compelled to desist with the Impression that 
the ball had entered the skull in u downward 
direction and bad penetrated tho brain, One 
of tho doctors who gave this information 
volunteered the opinion that thuro was about 
ono chanco in a dozen of -his recovery. At 
1:30 ho was still resting cosily and uo ons 
could predict the result of tho end. 


Alderman Michael Gaynor is a natlvo of 


County Heath, Ireland, but came to Chi- 
cago in his early childhood. His parents 
first settled La Milwaukee but subsequent!} 
camo to this city. In his earlier days Mr. 
Gayuor was a hacfcman in tho city, but 
shortly after the flro bo abandoned that vo- 
cation for saloon-keeping, nnd opened tin 
place ho now owns and conducts at the 
coruor of Canal and Adams streets. Poi 
years ho htt«,been_kj)own. <|f un nctjvo vypj'kiii 


in TT.u'.h warn'oCtl weal siao politics, taking 
a leading part in all movements of tbo Demo- 
cratic party. Ten years ago he was olected 
to represent tho Ninth ward in tho board ot 
aldermen, and was re-elected last spring. He 
Is a man 41 years old and has a wife and teu 
children.

CliarlCN O'Conor Called. 


CHICAGO, May W.— The Hon. C. H. Wo. 


Cormick peacefully passed away at bis rcfu- 
deuee in this city Tuosday morning at 7 
o'clock in the TSth year of his ago. Although 
troubled for somo time past with rheumatic 
affections, ho enjoyed otherwise reasonably 
good health and the ful! possession of .nil his 
inouuil faculties in a remarkablo degree. 
A fow days ago, 
however] . the strong 


physical constitution which carried Mr.' Me- 
Cormick so successfully through an eventful 
lil'e showed symptoms of Riving way. 
Hi> 


rapidly grew worse, and last Sunday, reeling 
that tiio end was near, he called his wife ami 
children around him and bestowed on tlioni 
his blessing. Soon .aCtcTwrirds bu became 
unconscious. His lust words were: "It's all 
right; it's all right; I only-want Heaven." 


Cyrus Hall McCorjnlck, tho inventor of 


the ronping-niachino, was bom in Virginia 
in ISO',), of parents both of whom were of 
Scotch-Irish descent. 
His fatlior, Itobort, 


McCormick, was a farmer, owning several 
farms, with saw aud -grist mills, and 'having 
chops for blacksmithing, carpentering, ma 
chluory, etc. , in which tbo gouins of young 
McUorinick early found scopo for exercise 
and experiment. 


Born ou a farm and inheriting an invoii- 


tivo turn of mind, Mr. McCormick early saw 
tbo need in which agriculture stood of Inbor- 
saving appliances, and, when only IS years 
of age, gave evidence 
of 
his 
future 


carcor by constructing a grain cradle 
which he himsolC used in 
tho harvest 


field. 
His next 
stop in 
tbo improve- 


ment of agricultural machinery was the in- 
vention of a "bill-side" plow, patented in 
1331, 
for throwing alternate furrows on the 


lower side, being tbu* n right or left-hand 
plow. Two years later Sir. McCormick in- 
vented o. superior, horizontal, solf-shar^ning 
plow, which did excellent work on lovol as 
well as on hilly ground. 


In 1831 Mr. McCormick invented tho 


machine which has proved such a blossing to 
mankind and carried his namo throughout 
all tho ends of tho earth. For several years 
Mr. McCormick contented himself with ex- 
perimenting with his machine, during which 
timo its valuo was demonstrated by frequent 
use in the fleld, aud various improvements 
were made in the dotnils of its construction. 
The llret patent was issued to Mr. McCor- 
mick in 1SX. 
In 1SS7 Mi-. McCormick 


wont into tho Iron smelting business, but mot 
with reverses, anil thereafter concentrated 
his energies on his machine, which was placed 
on the market in 1S-10. 
In 1S-1G Mr. Me 


Cormick removed to Cincinnati, and in the 
same year took out patents on several im- 
provoments which ho had mado in his reaper. 
Two years later ho removed to Chicago. It 
was not until about tbo time of tho expira- 
tion of bis patents, however, that Mr. Mc- 
Cormick had got tbo manufacture of his then 
famous reapers under full headway. 
"Unlike most iuvontom, Mr. McCormick 
had tbo business tact and shrewdness to 
profit by his own invention. 
Siuco 1SJO ho 


has manufactured and sold his own machines, 
and, in spite of tho keenest opposition by 
rival companies, his business has more than 
kept pace with tho rapid development of tho 
country. 
Though strict in his ideas of businoen 


methods, ho was just, considerate, and kind? 
a Presbyterian in faith, a liberal giver, and a 
public-spirited citizeu. Ho was a Democrat 
in politics, and occupied a high position in 
tho councils of bis party, at different times 
having boeu actively engaged in its manage- 
ment. 


Mr. HcCormick leaves behind him a loving 


wife, two daughters, and threesons to mourn 
tboir loss. Two of tho sous aro moro lads, but 
tho oldest, Cyrus H. McCormick, Jr., bns 
had tbo executive departmout of tho business 
of tho McComiick Harvesting Machine com- 
pany under his control more and more for 
years past. All tho business interests of tbo 
deceased, as well as those ot tlio" great cor- 
poration established by him, oi:d of which 
lie was up to the timo ot his death tho presi- 
dent, will move on in the sauto channels us 
heretofore, without n jar or change. 


<;liurlCN O'Conor Passe* Awuy. 


XANTUCKET, Mass., May 14.— The death or 


Charles O'Conor, which had boen looked Cor 
at any moment in the past three or four days, 
took place late Monday afternoon. 
He was 


conscious to the lost. 


Tho decoasod was born at New York in 


1S04. He did not receive tho boneflt of a uni- 
versity training, being educated at a com- 
mon school. At 20 ho wasadmittod to tho bar, 
and was looked upon as a rising lugal light 
boforo ho was 30. 
Among tho important 


coses undertaken by him during his lifo-tircu 
were tho Mason will cose and tho great For- 
rest divorce case. 
Ho married one of his 


clients, a widow, but had no children, and 
subsequently ho and his wife separated, 
Diving to religious differences. 
Mr. O'Conor 


was a Democrat in politics. 
Ho died worth 


about 81,000,000, which ho accumulated priu- 
eipally by bis practice, but augmented by 
well-advised transactions In real estate. 


Among tho last acts of the .late Charles 


O'Conor was to pay the town debt of Nau- 
uicket, but his aversion to public notice was 
so groat thftt the business was done through 
the firm ot E. TV. Perry & -Co., who wero 
under the strictest injunctions not to tell 
who the donor was; certiiinly not boforo tho 
next annual meeting in 1855. His death has 
removed tho bar 
to. secrecy. 
Recently 


Mr. O'Coaor wont to Sew York to consult 
Dr. Keyos, his 
physician, and probably 


learned his physical condition, for on his re- 
turn various additions wero made to Ills will 
knd various gifts wero made, among which 
was the gift to tho town. 


His two uophows, Dr. Sloaiio and T. 


O'Conor Slonuo, of New York, and Miss Me- 
lainy, liis adopted daughter, will doubtless 
inherit tho bulk of bis property, his fino -li- 
brary going to Dr. Sloane, who is a lawyer of 
groat merit in New York.

of tho mlnor.'ty of tho Pacific railroads coin- i 
mitteo on tho bill to amend tho Thurm.'r.i net j 
haa beon submitted to tho house together 
with a bill as a substitute to that proposed 
by tho majority of the committee. It is said 
that while but four members of the com- 
mittee signed tho report accompanying the 
minority, bill a majority will support i" iu 
preference to tho hill formerly reported. 
The following is o. recapitulation of the 
minority bill (so-called): 


First, it provides for a general ar.d final 


adjustment of indebtedness of tho companies 
to tlio government. 


Second, oitonds payment of tbo last install- 


ment of indebtedness forty-six years, which 
is au average extension of tbo whole dt-bt for 
twenty-three years. 


Third, requires the company to deposit 


with tho secretary of tbe treasury bonds iu 
specific sums, to be taken up and liquidated 
somi-annually. 


Fourth, requires that no money shall bo 


paid by the government for transportation 
or service of any kind, over tho aidod or non- 
aided roads, until the bond next maturing 
shall have been fully paid. 


Fifth, extends tbe statutory lien aud se- 


curity over all roads owned or operated, or 
hereafter acquired, no matter where sit- 
uated by tho companies, including telegraph 
Ikes, franchises, rolling-stock, and property 
of every kind and description, to remain as 
security for the bonds of redemption until all 
aro paid, embracing more than 500 miles of 
road not now hold as security by tho gov- j 
erumont. 


Sixth, provides that cither of tbe com- 


panies may prepay and discharge debt in full 
at any time, and as uu inducement therefor 
allows an abatement of ,'J per cent, per an- 
num in interest. 


Seventh, that tho r.oads and telegraph.lin« 


shall at all times be at tho service of tuo 
government at rates as low as tho lowest ac- 
corded to any individual for like service. 


Eighth, that by tlio acceptance of tbe act 


by the companies, ail constitutional quos 
tions shall be waived. 


Ninth, that failure for six mouths to pay 


any of tho redemption bonds at maturic}', 
shall render all of tho bonds duo aud paya- 
ble. 


Tenth, thut the companies shall accept the 


act ou or before Oct. 1, 18S4. 


Eleventh, that in the ovont oi! tho com- 


panies failing to accept the provision?, of the 
act the Thurnian sinking fund act bhail re- 
main In full force and effect us to all of thu 
aidod roods, including the throo lines not 
hitherto embraced therein, with the percent- 
age increased from 2G to Ii5 per cent. 


Twelfth, that in case tho Thurmau act is 


continued the secretary's power of invest- 
ment of the fund shall by enlarged.

It does all the work ol 
stoamatTke Times, ThoTrlbuno, The Com- 
mercial Advertiser, and, in fact, all tho 
newspapers but Tho Post and Herald. As 
soon as Mr. Bennott returns from Europe 
wn shall suppl}' The Herald, Then there is 
the new produce exchange, with nino ele- 
vators and no boilers on tho premises; in tlio 
new building of tho Mutual Life, on iho old 
postofllco site, wo have contracted for steam 
to heat tiioir building, run. six elevators and 
1,500 
electric lights; tha Merchants1 and 


Manhattan bank's new building in Wall 
street with no boilers, and so - ic goes. Wo 
are educating tho public along tha lines OC 
our pipes that it is as unnecessary to have 
their own boilers as it is to have gas works 
oa their premises." 


"How many miles havo you in operation?" 
"About Hvo miles of streets. The princi- 


pal ones are Broadway, from Bowling Groeu 
to Chambers, WaU, Pino, Liberty, Maiden 
lane, John, Fulton, Ann, Park row, Corl^ 
landt, Gruouwich, Barclay, Park place and 
Warreu streets, alt under fell pressure of 
eighty pounds to tho square Inch, to do any 
and all kinds of worlc. Our company is 
spoken of as u btcain-Leutmg company. This 
fa a largo part oC our business, it is truo, and 
(t Lukes an euornious quantity of steam to 
heat theso immense buildings down town, but 
tbo power business Ls the largest, our eani- 
ings boiiiif about two-thirds for power and 
ouo-third for heating."

"Undoubtedly olovatorn. Wo expect land 


to become so valuable on tula island tbat it

In this respect tbo city Ls being rebuilt, and 
it is plain to see that demand for stoam for 
this pur pose alone will be almost without 
limit. 
Ic is not improbable that next to ela- 


vators will come electric lights. When tha 
elevators stop aftor business hours we shall 
turn our steam on to electric lights. Thus 
you soo, tUo elevators and machinery for 
general manufacturing purposes in tho day- 
time and tho newspapers, electric lights, bo- 
telrt, theatres, club-houses, etc., at night.

We hope to get in several 
miles in the upper part of the city this year."

000 to $100,000,000, ft veritable mountain of 
KolJ. John Jacob and William B. are its 
solo owners, tho former's interest said to be 
two-thirds. 


For nearly a contury tho tltlo of beluf "the 


landlords of Now York" has attached itself to 
thorn. John Jacob's interests In houses, lots 
and farms may be computed in tho thou- 
sands. 


Among tho valuable buildings principally 


owned by Mr. Astor as chief heir to tho es- 
tate is tho old landmark, tho Astor house, 
which was sold to his father by bis grand- 
father, tho founder of tho immense cstato, 
for SI. Its present value is said to ba 53,- 
000.000, boinj assessed a: $1,750,000. The 
Guarantee aud Indemnity bulldinj?, chiefly 
owned by Mr. Astor, was purchased a. short 
time ago for SI,000,000, whllo tho Astor 03 
tato pays taxes on $50,000,000 of real estate 
situated below Chambers street, most of 
•which consists of business houses on Broad- 
way and Wall street Thero is scarcely a 
ward, street or avenue in tho city in which 
Mr. Antor does not own real estate, on which 
tho total amount of taxos is over $400,000 
annually. 


Another point of difference between Mr. 


Astor and other millionaires is hi bin invest- 
ment). In Wall street his namo novor ap- 
pears as a speculator aud seldom as an In- 
vestor or sailer of stocks, bonds or other sim- 
ilar securities. Having an income of 10 per 
cent, on the gross amount invested In real os- 
tato, he quietly buys more houses or lands 
when opportunity for good investment oflera. 
In an inventory made of his various prop- 
erties an item of 80,000,000 in cash appeared, 
S3 "money in trust companies and banks 
waiting investment in real estate." 


Mr. Astor is a man ot striking personal ap- 


pearance, being oversir feot in height, stout, 
3oniu«rhn,t inclined to corpulence and straight 
as an arrow. When on tbo street his quick, 
elastic step and sailing faco, fringed with 
small, gray side-whiskers, invariably attract 
attention.
